s-ntatives  of  the  county  commission 
the  power  commission  are  currently 
negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  addition- 
al barges  to  be  used  to  clear  Lake  Black- 
shea:i  of  stumps  and  snags. 

i  Sinclair,  manager  of  the  power  corn- 
on  5  said  that  three  or  four  more 
s  are  needed  in  addition  to  the  one 
d  on  a  successful  bid  last  week. 
The  county  submitted  bids  on  five  barges 
my,  but  was  awarded  only  one. 

sngements  for  shipping  the  barge  to 
ie  will  be  made  as  soon  as  negotia- 
ons  for  the  other  barges  are  completed, 
Sinclair  said. 

The  barge  secured  by  the  county  is  a  LVT- 
BC  amphibious  track  tank,  25-feet  long 
anc'  11-feet  wide,  weighing  37,540  pounds. 
An  identical  barge  is  now  on  display  at 
Georgia  Veterans  Memorial  State  Park.   It 
was  given  to  the  park  by  the  U.  S.  Marine 
Corps  Supply  Center  at  Albany  for  display 
and  historical  purposes,  and  arrived 
thore  last  Wednesday. 


After  the  barge,  or  barges,  arrive  in 
Cordele,  they  will  have  to  be  cleaned, 
tuned,  and  equipped  before  work  at  the 
lake  can  begin,  Sinclair  said.  This  will 
be  done  at  the  shop  at  the  power  plant 
near  Warwick. 

The  stumps  and  snags  will  be  removed  by 
an  air-driven  chain  saw.  This  saw  and 
compressor  will  be  mounted  on  the  front 
of  each  barge,  so  that  they  can  be  raised 
or  lowered.  The  barge  will  canvass  the 
lake,  sawing  off  stumps  by  lowering  the 
saw  to  the  necessary  depth  under  water. 

The  Clearing  of  the  lake  is  a  project 
undertaken  for  safety  purposes  by  the 
county  commissioners  and  the  power 
commission.

WHY  PERSONNEL  ADMINISTRATION? 

"Man  does  not  live  by  bread  alone,"  is  a 
familiar  quotation  which  pierces  to  the 
core  of  all  personnel  relationships.  We 
should  ask  ourselves  "What  rewards  does 
an  employee  seek  to  gain  from  his  employ- 
ment?" Important  as  his  paycheck  is  to 
him,  are  there  not,  also,  other,  less 
tangible,  but  none  the  less  substantial 
returns  for  which  he  likewise  strives? 

Do  we  ever  wonder  why  so  many  of  our  most 
able  and  intelligent  men  are  engaged  in 
occupations  of  teaching,  the  ministry  and 
science,  where  the  material  return  for 
years  of  tireless  preparation  and  train- 
ing seem  so  low?  Obviously,  the  answer 
does  not  lie  in  the  mere  desire  to  "make 
a  living".   Hither,  it  is  more  than  just 
the  physical  necessities  of  life  for 
which  we  all  strive. 

The  mature  v/orker  takes  pride  in  his  work. 
He  derives  satisfaction  from  a  job  well 
done.  He  wants  the  respect,  the  esteem 
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and  appreciation  of  his  fellows,  of  his 
employer  and  employees  and  of  the  public 
He  ooes  not  want  to  lose  himself  in  his 
work,  but  rather  to  find  himself. 

Personnel  Administration  is  that  part  of 
our  job  in  which  we  endeavor  to  assist 
the  employee  to  find  himself,  to  express 
his  individuality,  to  grow,  to  develop 
a  feeling  of  belonging  to  our  organiza- 
tion. We  must  never  fail  to  recognize 
that  we  owe  him  these  compensations  as 
surely  as  we  owe  him  his  paycheck. 

We  must  constantly  help  each  worker  to 
learn  to  do  his  job  better  and  more 
efficiently,  encouraging  him  to  further 
his  skill  and  training,  providing  oppor- 
tunities for  in-service  and  outside 
study  and  assisting  him  to  achieve  further 
promotion  and  advancement.   We  must 
establish  and  maintain  pleasant  and  healthy 
working  conditions  and  congenial  compan- 
ionship. Courtesy  and  tact  are  as  essen- 
tial on  the  job  as  elsewhere.   With 
c-  ccessful  Personnel  Administration  em- 
ployees do  not  work  for  us  but  with  us. 
Their  attainment  of  success  and  happiness 
clearly  reflected  in  the  success  and 
ogress  of  the  organization  which  employs 
Lhom. 

Importance  of  Personnel  Administration 
to  the  State  Park  Program: 

rhe  effectiveness  with  which  the  Division 
of  State  Parks  does  the  job  ^signed  to 
it  depends  to  a  very  large  extent  upon 
the  number  and  quality  of  its  employees 
and  the  mature  attitude  of  public  service 
with  which  they  accept  the  responsibili* ' .s 
of  their  work. 

Planning,  building,  administering,  opera- 
ting and  maintaining  a  system  of  state 
parks  is  work  that  requires  trained, 
efficient  personnel,  experienced  in  their 
various  positions  and  all  working  together 
to  do  a  first-class  job.   It  is  essential 
that  Division  of  State  Parks  personnel 
operate  as  a  well  coordinated  team,  co- 
op-rating with  each  other  and  with  the 
public  always  in  the  spirit  of  friendliness, 
courtesy  and  service. 


Personnel  administration  is  the  essential 
link  between  the  employee  and  the  organi- 
zation which  he  is  an  integral  part. 
It  is  the  thoughtful  coordination  of  the 
individual  with  his  job.  This  does  not 
mean  simply  a  passive  set  of  rules  and 
regulations,  but  rather  an  active  day  by 
day  human  relationship,  striving  constantly 
to  promote  a  better  understanding  and  a 
better  adjustment  between  the  employee,  his 
co-workers,  and  his  work. 

In  the  modern  concept  of  business,  great 
changes  have  taken  place  in  the  relation- 
ship between  the  employer  and  his  em- 
ployee.  It  is  increasingly  recognized 
by  both  that  their  aims  and  aspirations 
are  closely  entwined;  that  the  policies 
and  procedures  best  siited  to  the  success 
of  one  also  lie  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  other;  and  that,  come  what  may, 
they  will  inevitably  rise  or  fall  together. 

In  recognization  of  the  worth  and  dignity 
of  its  employees  and  of  their  essential 
position  in  the  building  of  a  better 
Georgia,  the  Division  of  State  Parks 
lays  great  stress  upon  the  equitable 
administration  of  its  personnel  policies. 
Sound  procedures  are  established  for 
the  selection  of  well  trained  and  capable 
workers.  Classification  and  placement 
are  accomplished  through  clearly  defined 
job  specifications  and  careful  screening. 
A  personal  interest  is  taken  in  each 
employee  by  his  supervisors  and  co-yvorkers, 
to  the  end  that  he  may  derive  a  maximum 
of  satisfaction  from  his  employment  and  to 
strive  continuously  for  self -improvement 
and  promotion.
